Others , os v:coa I believe Low 
Is one e are of tho opinion that Diploftacy/fc;: ( £as&r.g Conventions ere always going to be 
amateur events hold 1b gy&s, saall hails, c^enonts end celiogo claosrooas „ tf one 
agrees that there will bo a long tora/peraansrrb a&ate*ur o tat is in Diplosacy/if.-irgaidng 
then one does not expect anything grand in the way of a convention. If * on tho other 
hand,; one believes that our little hobby is g,...lng soaawhero then not.hS.ng less than a 
major convention; with nua5rou3 regional events., is the obvious alternative. 

Players t as well as convention orgaaiEsra > have $kilosophies on what a conven- 
tion should be like* To so-ae plsyora the ideal convention is one with lots of games 
and s saall to nonexistent entrance foes. Such a convention could bs held in an 
empty lot as long as the wind didn't blow everything away. To other players an 
ideal convention is an adult meeting of tho r.uads in competition for seise type of 
trophy/prizo, Thoso latter players are seeking a more structured evend for which 
thoy wotUd be willing to pay a little bit mare in the way of an entry fee* Both 
groups are interested in playing the ganes for fun and praise and both axe interested 
in aeeting new and old friends. * Each type of convention _will tend to draw a aajority_ 
of players with a siailiar philosophy although sose players of each type will 
attend any convention in their own area 

For conventions to grow, to become self sustaining, to gain an adult (at leas-; 
seni-adult) fallowing it 3js necessary for them to be done in a professional Karaer. 
This means competant advertising, planning and staffing of the event, a large co»~ 
6cjrtable location and Honey. Trying to run a large convention without front money 
is inpoasihle. 

I have ran/participated in five conventions « Three in Lake Geneva and two 
in Chicago. In each of theso efforts there has been growth in the convention 
as a media and subsequent growth in the hobby attitude toward such events. Until 
M DipCon H V in Chicago in 1972 there were no 1 hotel r conventions* I and my partner 
worked to bring a new statis and an aire of respectability to the Convention* We 
brought the Diplomacy Convention out of tho school house avid made on event out of 
it Many of the minimum stacdaxds now set for Diplomacy Conventions were due to 

the Chicago Shows and cur pioneering efforts. 

It is also true that the Chicago Shows havo taken a financial 

bathv Howover tho raascn for thrto 'cat&3tropho at tho ticket office is a coupling ox 
a convention with a tsa&o show.

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In 1976 advertising for a convention oriouK conbiuuo ivi -blic Siploiaacy Press 
and key wargaming publications , Subsequent convert ions '.rill hava ads in local news- 
papers », the GRI flyer,, and all Diplomacy Publications, Tying a Diplomacy Touraaasnt 
to a major wargafiing convention helps both of then. The 1:02:0 solvent:' and well planned 
the convention the larger the prices. The fact that DipCon TUX winners have not been 
paid off does not zaean that future conventions can cot offer and pay out large prises. 
Such moneys could go into the ISB, fcr example, 

I agree with Lew that, a convention should contain seminars and other social 
events* In years past we've had a tnuraaHent, an IDA aseting, and a lot of wide- eyed 
drunks running around the hotel until *>AM! Sccail contact is elmos t solely restricted 
to non-convention hours and thus tsuch of the quality and quantity of possible social 
contact is destroyed* k convention should be a mnlti-fr.cated event designed to bring 
people together over more than just the gaming table. The IDA General Meeting conducts 
business bat the convention Must be 'fun. I havo Missed - Meeting and talking with a 
great number of people due to the tight schedule of -courn^Eczrt = rounds and the IDA 
General Meeting. 

In the bill now before the Council Lew's convention Cite committee lays down 
a great many rules and regulations for o electing the site of IDA Gers^ol Meeting. 
It aust be remembered that the IDA can only suggest to a convention host how things 
should be done, Lew would like the IDA to almost control ouch of what is done at 
each IDA General Hosting Cite and how it io done. This clearly is playing with the 
host e s coney and is unfair to that host. A feu years ago the IDA ec sting site went 
to whoaever would offer to take it. Lot's net kill the Golden Goose by regulating a 
convention host to death! 

Lew points oat parallels between the Science Fiction Cosnunity and Diplomacy. 
Anyone who has attended a SciFi brawl known that there is no comparison! What any 
work or hold true for Science Fiction Conventions, or Bridge ox Chess Tournaments May 
not work for Diplostacy/tfargaising.
